SACRAMENTO ( Califor- 
nia will return to standard time 
Jan. 1, Governor Warren deerced 
today. 

He made the announcement 
after conferring with Public Util- 
ities Commission President R. E. 
Mittelstaedt, who has just com- 
pleted a survey of the power 
situation throughout California. 

Said the governor in a press 
release: 

“T am happy to be able to re- 
port that the latest survey by 
the commission indicates that the 
power supply available after the 
Christmas holidays will be suffi- 
cient to permit us to return to 
standard time. The present storm 
has improved the outlook in part 
of the state and with two new 
steam generating plants in oper- 
ation Jan. 1, all indications are 


that the change-back can be 
made with safety.”
